| the moral aspect of their nomination. It is 
my opinion that the best way to teach the pol- 
iticians that the party is losing rapidly all 
moral sense, is for the independent republi- 
cans to vote for the democratic nominee. This 
would be a shorter way than to have another 
ticket in the field to administer the rebuke.’ 

Theodore Roosevelt admits that he has been 
consulted upon the subjoct and says: “The 
question has not been fully discussed.
